There is a state of feeling at the South in 
relation to the negro, which will prove a se- 
rious obstruction to the spread of peace and 
good order, and the restoration of national 
authority. It is a dogged determination not 
to acquiesce in the spirit of emancipation 
however inevitable the fact of emancipa 
tion may be. We don't know any remedy 
but time for such a difficulty. But tl 
remedv is sure. The attitude towards a race 
of bondmen, which the master-class uua 
voidably assumes, is not appropriate, nor 
can it produce aught but disaster and out- 
breaks, when exhibited towards freemi 
however humble tbey may be. This is a 
general truth yet to be learned in the rebel 
Slates.

NORTII CAROLINA. 

Under the auspices of Gov. Holden the 
citizens of Raleigh, N. C, celebrated the 
Fourth of July. Mr. S. R. Phillipps, a 
prominent lawyer in the State, delivered 
the oraiiou. The orator set for himself the 
task of explaining how North Carolina, 
with her long established reputation for 
loyalty, and conservative opposition to the 
mad-caps of Charleston, came to be dragged 
into secession. The argument is ingenious 
and not without force. It accords in some 
respects with the apology of Alex. Stephens 
for denying all his past record and becom- 
ing a chief in rjbel counsels. The gist of 
it is, that the Government under Buchanan 
was' too yielding and dilatory. The loyal 
"majority in North Carolina, came to feel 
that separation was inevitable, that the U. 
S. Government lacked either the will or 
the power to prevent it, and that the choice 
therefore was no longer between one 
country and two, but between a Southern 
and a Northern Republic. We quote his 
language: 

To many who were loyally disposed it 
aeemed that the United States was admitting 
its career to be at an end, and that thereaf- 
ter the continent was in thecourseof nature, 
as it were, to be divided between a North 
and a South. This presented a new ques- 
tion to North Carolina. The Stale preferred 
the Union to any new Government what- 
ever, but, as between a North and a South, 
the most powerful arguments and sympa- 
thies impelled her to take part with ihe 
latter. Her people observed that the Uni- 
ted States (so called; had allowed force to 
be applied to strip it of its possessions in 
many places without resistance. Whatever 
be the apology for this line of conduct I 
suppose that it will in no e\ ent be repeated. 
I presume that no doubt is entertained now 
that this supineness upon the part of the 
Federal Government, among a thousand 
evil consequences, threw its Southern 
friends off their guard, and continued the 
impression sedulously cultivated by its 
enemies, that that Government was already 
among the things of the past, and could 
not even gainsay the claims of sovereign 
States to throw off in peace the obligations 
of its Constitution. So general didthis im- 
pression become that Mr. Lincoln's procla- 
mation of April, 1861, sounded in this lati- 
tude rather as an effort to gratify the ma- 
lignity of a local party than as the serious 
manifesto of an offended Government, able 
and preparing to vindicate its authority. 

Mr. Phillips is, nevertheless, very jeal- 
ous of national interference with the work 
of reconstruction. He desires Uncle Sam 
to take his hands off the rebel States at 
once and let them manage their own af- 
fairs as before. But the doctrines which 
led to secession, and the conditions of so- 
ciety in the South which favored it, are 
still extant and dominant there. A lack of 
conservative restraint at the center would 
be as surely, although not as extensively, 
mischievous as ever. Even North Caroli- 
na, the State from which most has been ex- 
pected in the way of returning loyalty, is 
far from being under the full sway of gen- 
uine Union feeling. 

The Raleigh correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, from whose report wo 
make the above extract, describes the cel- 
ebration as being a singularly listless and 
and thinly attended affair. Scarcely three 
hundred persons particspated in it. Most 
of the audience were from the country. 
There was no enthusiasm, not ■ breath of 
cheering, and not a flag of any kind dis- 
played. 

All of which is not strange. It is iodeed 
too natural aud altogether too common in 
the South. But it don't furnish the requi- 
site encouragement for hastening on the 
rehabilitation of those States, and their 
participation in national legislation.

One Way to Punish Jeff. Davis. 

A novel suggestion is made by the New 
York correspondent of the London Specta- 
tor, thus: 

Mr. Davis must be condemned to death, 
but were I President Johnson, I would 
neither pardon him and send him into exile, 
nor allow him to be banged. If he were 
pardoned on condition o f exile, he would 
mereiv lead a comfortable, perhaps a luxu- 
rious life abroad, receiving much attention 
from certain people. He must be conspic- 
uously punished, and yet not made a mar- 
tyr either by his imprisonment or his death. 
Therefore, upon his condemnation I would 
reprieve bis sentence indefinitely, on con- 
dition that he gave his parole never to leave 
the country, and to report himself once a 
month to the judicial or military officer of 
the republic nearest to bis place of resi- 
dence, and once a year to the President at 
Washington. From any position of public 
trust he in of course cut off. If necessary 
he should be comfortably supported at the 
expense of the nation. 'His only punish- 
ment should be that of owing his life to the 
clemency of the government he sought to 
destrov, and the becoming humiliation of 
publicly acknowledging its authority once 
a month while he lived. And such an ex- 
ample would be more instructive tben a 
hanging. Thus would I do with the chief 
civil and military leaders of the rebellion.

I 'ears of Reaction In Congress. 

We printed the other 'lay a letter of Wen- 
dell Phillips waning the nation of the 
great danger that the rebel States may get 
into the next Congress their full delegation 
of eighty-four members. "The whole 
North," says Mr. Phillips, "should be 
roused to g'uard against this danger. Ac- 
cording to this rebel plot, the Southern 
members may enter Congress without agree- 
ing to the anti-shivery amendment or to 
any other conditions.'' 

There is one "condition" overlooked by 
Mr. Phillips, which will bar them at the 
threshold. By act of Congress, approved 
July L 1862, "Every person elected or ap- 
pointed to any office of honor or profit un- 
der the Government of the I'nited States, 
shall, before entering upon the duties of 
such office, take and subscribe the follow- 
ing oath: 'I, A. B., do solemnly swear that 
I have never voluntarily borne arms against 
the United States since I have been a citi- 
zen thereof; that I have voluntarily given 
no aid, countenance, counsel or encourage- 
ment to persons engaged in armed hostility 
thereto; that I have neither sought nor ac- 
cepted, nor attempted to exercise the func- 
tions of any office whatever, under any au- 
thority or pretended authority in hostility 
to the United States; that I have not yielded 
a voluntary support to any pretended gov- 
ernment, authority, power or Constitution 
within the United "states, hostile or inimical 
thereto, so help me God.' " 

Now there is no authority which can re- 
peal or suspend the obligation - to take this 
oath, except the power which enacted it. It 
is, therefore, a fallacy to suppose that any 
adherents to the rebellion can get into the 
coming Congress. Even upon Mr. Phillipi's 
supposed case, that they may participate in 
the organization of the House through hav- 
ing their names put upon the rells by the 
Clerk, thev would be disfranchised the 
moment a Speaker was elected, for it would 
be his first official duty to administer the 
above oath. No one who knows the de- 
voted and unflinching republicanism of 
Mr. McPheraou can believe him capable of 
deciding, as Clerk of the House, that these 
scarcely whitewashed secessionists are to 
be admitted to seats in Congress antece- 
dently to the decision of that body. But 
suppose he did bo decide; the liouse can be 
abundantly trusted to preserve its own pu- 
rity. There are now one hundred and sev- 
entj'-four members-elect to that body, at 
whom one hundred aud forty-four are un- 
conditional loyalists, against thirty "con- 
servatives" and "southern sympathizers." 
Kentucky and Nevada have yet to elect. 
Giving the South six out of the nine mem- 
bm ■ iroin the former we shall have the fol- 
lowing result:

It is difficult to see what "power** the 
rebel States can wield iu the next House, 
even if they get there.

Hon. John A. Kassoa at the Court House. 

Hon. John A. Kasson, of Iowa, addressee] 
the friends of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment at the Court House Saturday night. 
He made a very able, eloquent and effective 
speech, and was listened to with marked 
attention by the audienoe. Ik- said he had 
spoken to the people at se\ eral points in 
Kentucky, and he desired to express his 
acknowledgements for the courtesy 
extended to him, and the attention with 
which he had b*en everywhere listened t>. 
He adverted to the fact that in times past a 
citizen of a Northern State, holding bis 
views, would not have been listened to if 
allowed to speak iu any of the Southern 
States on the question of slavery; but events 
had changed all that. It was proposed to 
change, he said, the organic law of the laud 
—to so amend the Constitution as to forever 
prohibit slavery in this country. There 
were, he said, three questions to be consid- 
ered in examining the subject: Is it in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution of the 
Uuited States? Is it in harmony with nat- 
ural law and justice? and, is it expedient to 
change the organic law of the land? In

p&r At the last session of the New Jersey 
Legislature, an act was passed incorpora- 
ting a home for th< disabled and infirm 
soldiers from that State, incapable of labor 
or self-support. The act provides for the 
purchase of a tract of fifty-seven acres, and 
the erection thereon of suitable buildings, 
provided with all conveniences necessary 
for the comfort of the inmates, alter the 
style of similar institutions in France and 
England. The commissioners appointed to 
su|>erintend the enterprise are now exam- 
ining tbe sites proposed in various parts of 
the State, and it is hoped that, a selection 
b< intr made, the work may be commenced 
during the present year.

Gov. Magoffin iu lovingtou. 

An immense audience assembled at six 
o'clock, at Odd Fellows' Hall, on Wednes- 
day evening, to hear Gov. Magoffin and 
Oath S. V. Cary. From the fact that the 
Governor had been classed against the 
Union party, all felt an interest in hearing 
from him an argument in favor of the con- 
stitutional amendment. 

lie said he was, and always had been, a 
Democrat, a State Rights Democrat, and as 
such, he was for this amendment. State 
rights implied that t here were also National 
rights. Before the Union was formed, there 
were national rights, but all rights, powers 
and duties belonged to the States and the 
people therof. The people of the States de- 
sired another Government, made up of the 
aggregated States, tor the benefit of all tbe 
States, that is, a Union of States. 

The wise men of that day— the fathers- 
met and formed a Union. To do this, the 
powers of the new Government had to be 
conferred, or as the Constitution has it, the 
States and the people of the States, surren- 
dered to the one Government such powers 
as the general welfare required it should 
have. All powers not surrendered were re- 
Lai ned by the States and the peop e. Boaaa 
powers were theu surrendered by tbe States 
and some by the people of the Stales, ami 
thus was formed that peerless Union, the 
best Government that Goi had vouchsafed 
to the human family. Its framcrs deter- 
mined that it should be perpetual and in- 
divisible. They did no' deem it perfect, 
but provided tne maunerof its amendment. 
The idea was that if the States and 
the people, after trying the new machiuery 
found tnat too much had been surrendered 
here and too little there, that a new adjust- 
ment should be had, and it anything intei- 
ferred w blr the general welfare, it should 
b ■ removed. Washington saw one danger 
—sectionalism -and cautioned the people 
anaipist it. Well, sectionalism came, caused 
by slavery. What was dons? The subject 
discussed patieutlj' — the best means of re- 
moving it calmly r iscussed? No, but poli- 
ticians and preachers talked, the pleople 
listened. Passions were arouse I, not against 
tbe cause of the (rouble, but section against 
section, and some people seemed to think 
there w as but one thing worth possessing— 
slavery. A section demanded the institu- 
tion, drew the sword, spit upon the Consti- 
tution, rebelled. The Government mar- 
shaled its forces, and marched out, accepted 
battle, and down went slavery and its 
armed defenders. Iu the great march of the 
revolution it was destroyed, swept away. 
God was in this work. It is his achieve- 
ment, and he that will not submit to the 
work of God is an infiedci. It is infidelity, 
unfaithfulness to Him to contend now for 
the preservation of slavery. It is a curse to 
the nation, the little that "is left of it. It is 
opposed to the general good. I have no 
right as a patriot to try and return so dis- 
turbing an element in the l>ody politic 
What then ought I, as a progressive Demo- 
crat, aa a Statu Rights Democrat, to do? 
My duty to my couutry. And what 
is that? Surrender to the General 
Government another power— the power 
tf » say that neither slavery nor involuutar\ 
servitude shall txist under this Govern- 
ment. It is be.^t for the States, indispensa- 
ble to the peace of the Union, requisite for 
the happiness of the people, iu accordance 
with the judgment of the civilized world, 
and iu obedience to the fiat of Heaven. The 
argument was compact, and must have car- 
ried conviction to the hearts of the old De- 
mo racy. i he Governor compared Ken- 
tucky, with slavery, to Ohio, Indiana ami 
Illinois without slavery. He said some ob- 
jected to »ho second clause of the amend- 
ment because it gave Congress power to 
legislate upou the negro question, and, 
therefore, it might say that the negroes 
should vote. This was the language oi pol- 
iticians, not statesmen. The Slate Consti- 
tutions regulate suffrage. This new power 
applies only to the questiou of slavery. 
Congress is empowered to prevent slavery 
in tbe States, and only that; not one word 
about suffrage. 

At tbe conclusion of Governor Magoffin's 
speech, T. Buchanan Read recited " Tne 
Defenders" and "Sheridan's Ride," after 
which General S. F. Cary .took the stand 
and delivered a stirriug Union speech, 
which was leceived with great applause. 
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Affairs lu Texas. 

Cairo, July 10.— Major Putnam, of Gen. 
Canbv's staff, arrived with the Hags surren- 
dered" by Dick Taylor, en route for Wash- 
intfton. 

Stringent orders had been issued by the 
commander of cavalry marching through 
Texas, to prevent the soldiers straggling 
and plundering private property. None 
were allowed to enter private houses. All 
negroes leaving the tield to follow the army 
were driven back. The Central Texas rail- 
road, a work of importance to tbe troops, 
is being punhed forward to completion. 

No rain has fallen in a portion of West 
Mississippi since May 1. Crops were verj' 
short, especially corn. 

The slock of cotton in New Orleans on 
the loth was 3,000 bales. Buyers were hold- 
ing off for lower rates. 

Four hundred bait s cotton, three hui.dred 
hogsheads and two hundred boxes sugar 
arrived here the past twenty-four hours.

Nkw Youk, July PI.— Tho Herald's 
Washington special statss that during the 
month of June 86*510 acres of public lands 
were taken up lor actual settlement under 
the Homestead law at Brew nsville, Nebras- 
ka. A corrected law has ju«t been received 
til the General Land office, showing the 
progress of the surveys of public lands in 
Kansas and Nebraska during the present 
year, indicating also the tiers of townships 
intended to be subdivided and surveyed 
along the proposed lines of the Pacific rail- 
road routes and along the Butterheld over- 
land mail express route. The contemplated 
subdivisional and other surveys will sweep 
along the railroad a distance of some seven- 
ty miles in the northern part of Kansn.s 
and an equal distance in the Southern part 
of Nebraska.

Free Labor lu Alabama. 

Nkw York, July 1C— The Herald's 
Washington special says several reports 
have been received at the Freedmen's Bu- 
reau from Alabama and Loui^ina. In Lou- 
isiana the planters are entering into labor 
contracts with the negroes in good faith, and 
but little persecution is complained of by 
the negroes. 

At Selmu one assistant commissioner 
found it necessary, in consequence of ab- 
surd stories haviug been promulgated, to 
call a meetiug of the planters, which was 
largely attended, and a system was adopted 
for the regulation of the future relations 
between the negioes and the planters in 
Louisiana. The system is working well. 

Smuggling— National Banks. 

Washington, July 10.— Reports received 
here show there are occasional seizing ot 
ami confiscations of goods smuggled iu 
from British Provinces. Efficient measures 
rt'lopted by the Commissioner of Customs, 
Judge Targeut, have prevented to a con- 
siderable extent such violation of law. 

It has beeu -ascertained, on inquiry, that 
the legal limit of tho $300,000,000 of the na- 
tional bank circulation is neatly reached, 
and, therefore, the creation of but compara- 
tively few additional institutions, under 
that system, will be authorized. The entire 
number will probably reach 1,000.

Destitution in South Carolina. 

"Agate," in one of his letters from Charles- 
ton, under the head of "Down the Coast 
and l"p the Mississippi, - ' says: 

I ought perhaps, before this, to have ex- 
plained that my genial room mate, whom I 
haye been rather irreverently terming the 
Dominie, is Rev. Dr. Fuller, of Baltimore, 
now a noted Baptist clergyman, formerly a 
leading South Carolina lawyer and planter, 
lie still owns large plantations on theses 
islands and down to the date of the emanci- 
pation proclamation had on them betweeu 
two hundred and two hand rod and lifty 
slaves, who came to him by inheritance, 
and whom, under the laws of South Caro- 
lina, he was unable either to t ducate or 
emaucipate. Governor Brad lord said to 
him once: "Mr. Liucolu's emancipation 
idea has been an expensive one to you, 
Doctor. It must have cost you over a hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars." "Yes, I 
presume it did; but then, Goveruor, it took 
over a hundred and fifty thousand pounds 
of iron off my conscience!" 

All the Doctor's connections were with 
thtj South, and nearly all his relations who 
have not beeu killed, are living here. It 
was his nephew who held Fort Sumter to 
the last; a uear relative of his laid out the 
fortifications at Fort Fisher; another was 
the rebel engineer at Norfolk. 

Last night we found a grand daughter of 
perhaps the most prominent member of the 
Kirst Congress living ou Government ra- 
tions! Another, equally destitute, bears a 
historic name, and is the grand daughter of 
one of Washington's most confidential 
friends aud intimate advisers in the Revo- 
lutionary war. 

We have all naturally supposed that the 
bitterest drop in all, tbe hitter cup of humil- 
iation for these ha ughty South Carolinians, 
must be the necessity of accepting alms 
from the Government they had been seek- 
ing to overthrow. But the ingenious high 
priestesses of secession regard the matter 
in no such light. The Dominie found a 
number of them living solely on Govern- 
ment rations, lie hastened to offer them 
assistance. Their Northern relatives had 
already repeatedly volunteered similar 
offers, but they refused them all, and per- 
sisted in living on the bacon and hard bread 
issued by the United States Commissary. 
They explained that they preferred to make 
" the Washington uovernmeut" support 
them. It hail robbed them of all they bad, 
and now the very least it could do was to 
pay their expenses! Every penny of cost 
to which they put it was so much got back 
from the fottunes of which it has robbed 
Ihem, by waging this wicked war for their 
subjugation! Doesn't somebody think it a 
shume that these repentant South Caro- 
linians should be treated with so little mag- 
nanimity, and that the next Congress ought 
to admit their Representatives again with- 
out question? 

The coal mine of Gerard-Cloee, near Liege, 
Belgium, was recently the scene of a dread- 
ful accident. A sudden irruption of water 
took place in one of the lowest cuttinga of 
the mine, and caused the death of twenty- 
nine persons, men and women, who were 
working on the spot. The miners engaged 
in the upiw cuttings were not affected by 
tne inunaaiion. 



Nkw York, July 15.— The dry goods 
market shows a general buoyancy of prices. 
There has been a certain amount of specu- 
lative demand since the opening of this 
month, which haa helped to strengthen 
prices. The total shipments from this port 
uuder January 1 are only 117 packages. 
The supply of cotton is now about one- 
third of what it was in 1800. The demand 
for brown sheetings has been active during 
the week, and prices of leading articles are 
about 1 cent higher. Shirtings are scarce 
and firmer, and some of the leading brands 
^Ja cents higher. There is more demand 
for denims, aud sales have been made at a 
moderate advance. The best qualities of 
cotton naiinels eoutiuue very scarce, and 
are sold ahead. Printing cloths arc sieatl} ; 
standards 04 by fA are quoted at 25c by 
sellers. Prints active, and the supply lim- 
ited. The leading markets sold up close to 
the production, while prices show a strong 
upward tendency. Delaines were very ac- 
tive, and sold close up to the production. 
The woollen trade is more active, and prices 
are generally assuming more firmness. 
Heavy cassimeres areiu good demand, and 
the balance of stftnmer goods is almost 
closed out. Satins have sold largely at ad- 
vanced prices. Carpets are in demand, 
with unchanged prices. Lowell— §1 45 for 
superfine, $1 00 for extra, and $1 90 for im- 
perial three-ply. The Hartford Company's 
medium superfine $1 45, do sup rline$10u, 
imperial three-ply 00c, brussels 18 20 for 
three-quarters, $2 4<) tor four, and $2 50 for 
five. There is no important movement in 
foreign goods, it being too early for the sale 
of imported fabrics. There is, however, 
some iuquiry on tne part of jobbers after 
samples, aud tbe indications are that the 
s< aaoa will not open till late. Black alpa- 
cas and colored coburgs are in active de- 
mand, and there is some prospect that, ow- 
ing to the hi.<h prices of worsted fabrics in 
Engla n d, the importation of these goods 
will be less than was expected. Silks are 
found to be very hi^h in France, owing to 
the failure oi the European silk crop, ami 
the dearness of these goods will limit the 
purchases of the imports. The imports for 
the past week show a light decline from 
those cf the corresponding week of last 
year. 

The Stock market opened this morniun 
quiet, and at the first Board there was a 
slight decline during the day. but there 
w :«s considerable improvement, and at the 
last Board the market was strong with 
large purchases of Erie. The demand for 
Government Stocks is not as large as yes- 
terday, ami there is a partial reaction; ship- 
ments to-day of about two and a tpiarter 
millions. State Bonds quiet. Bank shares 
and Radio. 1 mortua^es generally dull, 
but without material change. Coal shares 
dull. Miscellaneous shares lower on Can- 
ton and Ouicksilver, but lirm on Atlautic 
and Pin t lie Mail shares. Gold has been 
quiet to-day and the purchases contined to 
the actual wants of mvrchants. The Bull 
combination borrowed a million and a hall 
in currency for thirty days and retired 
from the market; but this bad no effect on 
prices. Money is in active demand and 
quite firm; the prevailing rate is 5 per cent. 

Petroleum stocks steady aud rather bet- 
ter ou some shares. Salts were made at 
the following rates: Buchanan OS, Oceanic 
200, Cherry Run 35, Excelsior 220, Manhat- 
tan 40, Knickerbocker 2o, Pit Hole 1375, 
Rynd Farm 180, Webster 270, Heidrick 24.}. 

The Herald's Texas correspondent savs : 
The streets of Houston are enlivened by 
many visitors from the interior, the largest 
and most respectable portion of which are 
taking the oath. A small garrisou of troops 
occupy Houston. Wigfall's family had 
arrived at Marshal. A tlood iu the Rio 
Graude had swept away 1,500 bales of cot- 
ton stored ou the Mexican side of the river, 
the greater portion of which would be 
saved. 

Jayhawkers infest Middle and Western 
Texas, robbing the inhabitants and passen- 
gers. Governor Murray had been robbed 
of $2,200. The citizens are prayiug for Union 
troops to reach these localities. 

The Houston Telegraph complains of the 
tlight ta Mexico and elsewhere of the lead- 
eis of the rebellion, leaving the rank and 
file to hold the bag. 

Gold and silver are abundant, but the 
rapid intlux of greenbacks is relieving the 
market.

He retired iu usutl 
health last night. 

The Post's Washington 8|>ecial says: An- 
other delegation arrived from r lorida this 
moruing, to oppose the appointment of 
Judge Marvin as Provisional Goveruor of 
that State, but theappoiutment had already 
been made. 

As an indication of increasing business, 
fifteen ocean steamers left this port to-day, 
aud twenty-four are advertised to leave next 
week.

It is reported that Cortinas, withont men- 
tion of whose name no story from the Rio 
tirande border would be complete, had es- 
tablished his headquarters on the Tex»* 
side ot the river, and that at the urgent 
solicitation of Maximilian's followers on 
the other side he had received notice from 
the American commander to leave. It is 
also said that Coitions had recently captur- 
ed two steamers on the Rio Grande, which 
plavful little freak of this lively genius has 
led "to an interview between the American 
and Imperialist commanders, with what re- 
sult was not known. 

Guerrillas still swarm around Matamo- 
ras, and rebels from our Southern State*

The Herald's Galveston correspondent 
inves additional accounts of the exodus of 
the reikis from Texas to Mexico.

Many of the Texas people who choose or 
are compelled to remain in their own State, 
are much embittered signinst the fugitives, 
and especially the leaders, who lied from 
the troubles into which they had succeeded 
in getting their helpless dupes. Those who 
sta\ behind are deeply engrossed and agi- 
tated just now over the reconstruction, am- 
n«*stv and free labor questions, and are 
<-asting about for the ways and means of 
surmounting the general prostration in 
« hi< h the war has left all manner of indus- 
trv in the State. 

It is estimated that there still remains in 
Texas 100,000 to l.iO.OOO bales of the old crop 
of cotton, while owing to various unfavora- 
ble <-ir 'iimstances it is thought that this 
vear's cro|is will not exceed 60,000 bales, 
ft is also calculated that there are within 
the Slate, accumulated during the war, live 
million pounds of wool.

Since Saturday the r iver had risen two 
inches at the bead of tht fulls, and somesix 
inches at Portland. Tht> weather Saturday 
was much warmer than it had been during 
the week, with the thermometer, however, 
only at S3, but during the night a heavy 
rain fell. It was raining early yesterday 
morning, and it contiuued raining until 
evening, when it partially cleared off. 

On the falls iast evening there were four 
and a half feet water in the pass down the 
Indian chute, and from the present indica- 
tions there is likely to oe a good stage of 
water all along the Ohio, if not a coal boat 
tide at Pittsburg. 

The river at Pittsburg having risen to 
seven feet in the channel, was reported fall- 
ing Saturday, with six feet water in the 
channel.
